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This letter is to submit with much regret my resignation as Energy and Climate 
Change Secretary. I intend to mount a robust defence against the charges 
brought against me, and I have concluded that it would be distracting both to 
that effort and to my official duties if I were to continue in office. 

It has been an honour to negotiate and then serve in the first coalition 
government of modern times which has substantial achievements both in 
reducing the economic dangers faced by our country, and in making progress 
with policies to tackle climate change and provide energy security. 
Internationally, we have helped to build a coalition of ambitious countries in 
Europe and beyond to put the United Nations process back on track. 

It has been a privilege to be a minister in the coalition government, and I wish 
the administration every success with the environmental and economic 
challenges that lie ahead.
